Bob Backlund admits to being afraid every time he steps into the ring. The WWF champion 


approaches the ring cautiously for a defense against George “‘The Animal’ Steele. 
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ard. | think it makes me smart. 
I've seen many guys get into the 
ring and be completely reckless. 
It’s not that they're so brave; in 
fact, | think it’s because they are 
afraid to admit they are scared. 
So they do things that they 
wouldn’t normally do, and that 
makes them a little under par. | 
don’t think an athlete ever really 
becomes accustomed to perform- 
ing in front of crowds, but as 
WWF champion, at least | have 
far more experience in_ title 
matches than any opponent | 
could possibly face. There have 
been many times when I’ve seen 
my opponent look visibly ner- 
vous, not so much from having 
to face me, but because they 
hear the sound of the fans in a 
big arena. | can deal with this; | 
have the experience. But it’s not 
that I’m so brave. In fact, I’m just 
as scared as anyone else. But I’ve 
accepted this emotion and can 
make it work for me. There’s a 
thin line between being afraid 
and being psyched up.” 


Tommy Rich: “Truthfully, | 
think | used to have a lot more 
fear than | do now. In my rookie 
days, | would think about an up- 
coming match for hours on end. 
You know, what type of tactics | 
could expect from my opponent, 
whether he was a strength-type 
wrestler or a flier. But as the 
years went on, | realized | was 
good enough to handle any situa- 
tion that came up. And_ that 
helped me become a better wres- 
tler, because | thought a lot less 
about what my opponent would 
do and concentrated more on 
what | wanted to do. I'll tell you 
a little secret: The last time | was 
afraid—really afraid—was the 
morning after | won the NWA 
title from Harley Race. | was 
scared that maybe | wouldn't be 
a good champion or that perhaps 
| would disgrace the belt. | think 
that caused me to alter my

Eddie’s son, Mike Graham, 
used to be a tag team partner of 
Sullivan’s several years ago. This 
is no doubt a major part of the 
reason why Eddie felt compelled 
to speak out about Sullivan’s re- 
cent activities. 

Many observers of the Florida 
scene credit Eddie Graham’s 
comments as having a major in- 
fluence on Sullivan’s being barred 
from wrestling on television, but 
Sullivan’s lawyers have managed 
to have the ban rescinded.

Sadly, the reason | found my- 
self in Tennessee recently was 
because a close friend and a fine 
wrestler, Eddie Gilbert, almost 
met death in the form of a horrify- 
ing automobile crash. 

The accident took place on the 
Lehigh Valley Thruway, Interstate 
78 in Pennsylvania, about five 
miles west of Allentown. 

Recuperating at his home in 
Lexington, a brace on his neck, 
Eddie told me the story of his ter- 
rible experience. 

“| had wrestled in Allentown 
that night. | drove my car, a 1982 
Lincoln Town Car, to Reading to 
have dinner with some friends. 
Reading is about 30 miles outside 
of Allentown. 

“Anyway, | was driving back to 
Allentown after dinner when all of 
a sudden, and | don’t remember 
how, my car collided with a truck, 
what they call a Hare truck, which 
has a flatbed in the back. On the 
flatbed was a 2'%-ton Army 
truck.” 

Eddie’s voice was slow and 
measured. His eyes were deep 
and serious. | thought about how 
strange it must be to relive an 
experience that you don’t actually 
remember, but have pieced to- 
gether detail for detail after the 
fact. 

“My car caught fire and was 
literally destroyed. | don’t know

how, and | don’t know who, but 
somebody pulled me out of my 
car and saved my life. Not only 
was my car destroyed, but the 
Army truck suffered enough fire 
damage that it probably had to be 
scrapped.” 

Pennsylvania police said that 
the crash and the subsequent fire 
closed the eastbound lanes of the 
Lehigh Valley Thruway for more 
than four hours. 


“| was very lucky, | could have 
been killed,” Eddie said. “An am- 
bulance came to the scene to 
take me to the hospital, where | 
was put in intensive care for sev- 
eral days. The C-5 vertebra in my 
neck was broken, and my doctors 
were very worried about my spine 
and my entire back. They used 
some form of shock treatment on 
my back to take care of me.”

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don Solie, “Tommy Rich is a young man who’s got it 

all: skill, charisma, and the willingness to go all the 
way to the NWA World title. He’s done it before, and I 
believe he'll do it again someday.” 

Solie should know. He’s spent more years behind the 
microphone analyzing wrestling than any man in the 
history of the sport. His insights into the men who 
participate in the sport are second to none. 

But Solie’s analyses necessarily come from the point of 
view of the third party. True, he’s been involved with the 
sport for a long time, but he’s never stepped into that 
ring and waged war with the big men of the mat sport. 

Pro Wrestling Illustrated decided to speak with some of 
the men who have been there, men who have actually 
known the glory and difficulties of being the NWA cham- 
pion. Five former NWA champions graciously consented 
to provide their views on one of the most popular wres- 
tlers in the sport today—Tommy Rich—and his chances 
of regaining the coveted championship belt that he held 
for four days after defeating Harley Race in 1981. 

- Lou Thesz: “Tommy Rich isn’t 
a spectacular wrestler. He doesn’t 
go to the air in all of his matches, 
for instance, and he doesn’t utilize 
the ropes, tumbuckles, and 
comerposts as much or as well as 
many other wrestlers. But Tommy

~ executes the basics. 
: “Speak to any coach in any 
sport, and he'll tell you that in order to achieve success, 
you've got to be proficient in the basics. Tommy is’ more 
than proficient, he’s superb. Those few times he does go 
to the air or stray from the norm, he’s that much more 
effective. 
. “As long as Tommy can maintain his hold on the 
basics, and as long as he keeps plugging away, he'll 
continue to work his way up the ratings, eam a title shot, 
and eventually he'll capture another NWA title. That’s a 
certainty, not a prediction.” :

His barrel chest heaved as 
his body struggled to drink in 
oxygen. He was clearly ex- 
hausted and on the verge of 
collapse. 

Adonis’ eyes, however, 
gleamed like those of a child 
who had just discovered a new 
bicycle under the tree on 
Christmas morning. His mouth 
displayed an ear-to-ear smile, 
and his hands held the prize for 
which he had labored so long 
and so hard: 

A heavyweight championship 
belt. 

Actually, Adonis was the 
proud owner of two belts. One 
was the belt representing Ado- 
nis’ winning the “Undisputed

World Champion” tournament, 
sponsored by Southwest Cham- 
pionship Wrestling. The other 
was the 75-year-old orginal 
NWA championship belt 
owned, until now, by SCW 
Commissioner Lou Thesz. 

That historic belt was an 
added prize in this tournament, 
intended to be an extra incen- 
tive to get more wrestlers to 
participate. Southwest Cham- 
pionship Wrestling sent invita- 
tions to all the major champions 
in wrestling, hoping to settle 
the confusing multiple cham- 
pionship muddle that has ex- 
isted in the sport for years. 

“The idea of the tourna- 
ment,” explained SCW Com- 
missioner Thesz, “was to de- 
cide upon one undisputed 


A tournament whose stated purpose was to determine an “Undisputed 
World Champion” was recently held in Texas, with Adrian Adonis claiming 
victory.

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world champion. It is an idea 
whose time has come. The 
sport is filled with champions 
who purport to be the one and 
only world champion. Our in- 
tent was to end the confusion 
once and for all.” 

Unfortunately, the lack of at- 
tendance on the part of many 
major world-class contenders 
seriously lessened the signifi- 
cance of the tournament’s 
outcome. | 

“Invitations were sent to ev- 
eryone,”’ Adonis noted during 
a post-tournament press confer- 
ence, “and if these other peo- 
ple are afraid to put their repu- 
tations on the line, that only 
hurts them, doesn’t it?” 

One reporter asked Adonis 
why he thought Nick Bock- 
winkel, Ric Flair, and Bob Back- 
lund were not in attendance at 
the tournament. 

“Nick who? Ric who? Bob 
who?” Adonis asked with a 
wry smile on his face. “I’m it 
now, daddy, Adonis is the man. 
These other people had their 


chances, and now they have to 
contend with me. I am the one, 
the only, the undisputed World 
champion of wrestling. I’m to 
be taken seriously. Anyone 
else who wants to be known as 
a champion will have to con- 
tend with me first. I'll defend 
my title against anyone, any- 
where, at any time. I’m not 
afraid of anyone.” 

To be fair, Adonis did have 
to wade his way through some 
considerable opposition before 
being able to claim his 
championship. 

There were four preliminary 
matches in the tournament held 
in The Summit in Houston on 
May 21: Terry Funk wrestled 
Bob Orton Jr. to a 20-minute 
draw, and a coin flip deter- 
mined that Funk would ad- 
vance into the next round. 
Sweet Brown Sugar defeated 
Luke Williams at the 13:33 
mark. After 5:09, Adonis de- 
feated Bob Sweetan. ‘“Hang- 
man’ Bobby Jaggers fell to Wa- 
hoo McDaniel in just 3:55. 

The first semifinal match pit- 
ted Adonis against McDaniel. It 
was a rough match in which 
McDaniel was able to score 
several two counts. The action 
spilled out of the ring at one 
crucial point in the battle. Soon 
after, Adonis was able to pow- 
erslam McDaniel to score the 
victory at the 7:11 mark. 

The other semifinal match 
was scheduled to match Sweet 
Brown Sugar against Terry 
Funk. Funk had been injured 
earlier in the evening, how- 
ever, when he ran in on behalf 
of Scott Casey during his match 
with Abdullah the Butcher and 
his spot in the tournament was 
filed by Orton. (Since Orton’s 
match with Funk had gone toa 
draw, no protest was lodged.) 
Orton defeated Sweet Brown 
Sugar when he rolled him up 
into a small package at 8:20.

for rum and reggae, but the Ja- 
maica that is a section of the bor- 
ough of Queens, just a few miles 
away from Manhattan. 

Sidlow’s job as a used car sales- 
man doesn’t afford him with much 
on-the-job excitement, so he looks 
for his thrills elsewhere; he goes to 
WWE wrestling matches. 

“I've been going to local wres- 
tling matches for almost 20 years,” 
Sidlow told Pro Wrestling _Illus- 
trated. “Back in the old days, when 
Bruno Sammartino was champion, | 
feel the WWF was at its peak. 
Bruno did for wrestling what no 
other man was able to do for the 
sport, and it was always great to 
watch him in action. 

“These days, I’m just not too 
thrilled with Bob Backlund,” Sidlow 
continued. “The excitement and 
thrills aren’t there like they were in 
the old days, but I keep going any- 
way, more out of habit than any- 
thing else. I do like Magnificent 
Muraco, though, and his recent 
feud with Rocky Johnson has been 
holding my interest for a while.”

Sidlow's sales job may not afford 
him with thrills, but it does afford 
him with two weeks of vacation 
twice a year.

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Sales at the Maple Leaf Gardens 
were light for this card of WWF 
wrestling, and Sidlow was able to 
purchase a ringside seat for the 
evening’s matches. Though he 
might have expected to see the 
kind of Muraco vs. Johnson match 
that he had seen several times be- 
fore, both in Madison Square Gar- 
den and on television, what Sidlow 
witnessed in Toronto was some- 
thing quite surprising. 

“I don’t know what it was,” he 
said. “Maybe it was the fact that 


these boys were wrestling in Can- 
ada instead of the United States,

maybe all the travel time it took to 
get to Toronto allowed them to 
plan better strategies and tactics, to 
get more rest before the match. 
Whatever the reason, Muraco’s bat- 
tle with Johnson in Maple Leaf Gar- 
dens was the best match between 
these two grapplers I’ve ever seen.” 

Sidlow spoke the truth. To John- 
son's credit, he was able to utilize 
more scientific holds in this one 


match than in any of his other chal- 
lenges to Muraco. After only a few 
minutes, Johnson’s abdominal 
stretch had Muraco howling in pain. 
His headlocks caused the Intercon- 
tinental champion to nearly pass 
out from fatigue. His dropkicks 
were more effective than ever, 
landing with precise accuracy wher- 
ever he aimed them. 

As for Muraco, the length of the 


et 


feud seemed to fuel his hostility to- 
ward Johnson. Like someone trying 
to swat a particularly annoying 
mosquito, Muraco took swipes at 
Johnson that were both vicious and 
merciless. His use of the Asiatic 
spike, a maneuver deemed illegal in 
New York state was used fre- 
quently in the Canadian wrestling 
ring. Muraco even used several ae- 
rial maneuvers, something he had 
not done against his challenger in 
their previous matches. 

The match came to a sudden 
ending when Muraco was disquali- 
fied. Many fans at ringside booed 
the referee's decision, feeling that 
Muraco had disqualified himself be- 
cause Johnson had several times 
come close to pinning him. Sidlow 
was among those fans. 

“A terrible decision by the ref- 
eree,” Sidlow judged. “Now, I'm as 
big a fan of Muraco’s as anyone 
can be, but I have to admit that 
Johnson had him beat. There was 
no question in my mind. If I were 
the referee, I would have awarded 
the match to Johnson without hesi- 
tation. The decision was a joke, and 
every fan here knew it.”

VIL IS A palpable and de- 
FE cererin disease. It eats 

at a man’s soul; it’s a para- 
site on the decency every man 
can claim as a birthright. It’s as 
deadly as cancer, perhaps more 
so for it infects those who come 
near it. 

Evil has devoured the soul of 
Kamala, the Ugandan giant. Once 
the bodyguard of Idi Amin, Ugan- 
da’s answer to Al Capone, Ka- 
mala is infected with his former 
employer’s evil. You can see it in 
his lust for cruelty, the emptiness 
when faced with a situation that 
demands compassion. He is in- 
furiated if anyone stands in his 
way. He feels the same guilt over 
punishing another human being 
that the rest of us feel about kill- 
ing a fly. 

There is a horror in watching 
Kamala, for he tells us something 
about evil we’d rather not know. 
His very definition of himself is 
formed by how much pain he can 
inflict. People are to be punished; 
their crime being Kamala wishes 
to see them hurt. When he wres- 
tles, Kamala moves with a con- 
trolled awareness of inflicting pain, 
yet he remains totally ignorant of 


its consequences. People are 
frightened when he wrestles be- 
cause they refuse to accept the 
total evil of his physical being. 

| was there the night Kamala 
wrestled Andre the Giant. It was 
an astounding display of wrestling 
brutality. These two behemoths, 
alike only in size, met with the 
convulsive force of an earthquake. 
Their battle was larger than life, 
as if its sheer size could teach us 
something about the human ani- 
mal and its capacity for violence. 
Andre was magnificent, as was 
Kamala in a sort of mirror-image 
way. The two despise each other 
because they are poles apart as 
human beings. In nature, opposite 
poles attract, an attraction that 
both completes and tears apart. It 
was this destructive attraction that 
brought Kamala and Andre to- 
gether. It was the force of their 
attraction that almost resulted in 
tragedy. 

When the battle was over, ev- 
eryone knew there would be other 
confrontations, other brawls when 
the two men would gamble all for 
victory. Andre is an out-sized hero 
looking at the unacknowledged 
darkness of his own soul. Kamala, 
a giant, knows the special privi- 
lege of size and the temptation to 
abuse those not so endowed. An- 


dre knows now the extent of the 
cruelty his size allows him to in- 
flict. In all their subsequent 
matches, Andre will seek to de- 
stroy that which he fears most, 
the temptation to wreak havoc 
over those smaller and weaker. 


Junkyard Dog looks up at the most frightening 
figure in professional wrestling today. To beat 
Kamala, one most overcome the initial shock of 
looking at him. 


Power is a prime human drive, 
and only compassion prevents its 
abuse. Andre sees Kamala and 
sees the abuse nature has made 
it possible for Andre to enjoy. 

Kamala is managed by 
Skandor Akbar, a man who de- 
lights in human cruelty. Yet even 
Akbar is scared of his wrestler; 
you can see it in the way he gin- 
gerly handles his behemoth. Ak- 
bar knows Kamala’s cruelty has 
no bounds nor is it stopped by 
loyalty. For the slightest reason, 
perhaps a foolish whim, Kamala 
would crush Akbar without a mo- 
ment’s remorse. Akbar is brave to 
be connected professionally with 
Kamala. If Kamala should become 
dissatisfied with his career, there 
would be no mercy for the man 
foolish enough to have betrayed 
Kamala’s ambitions. 

It was inevitable that Kamala 
would come to wrestling. A man 
of his size, strength, and lust for 
battle couldn’t be kept away. At 
the same time, it was a sad day 
for wrestling when it happened. 
The sport can only hope there is 
a man able to prove that human 
dignity and compassion belongs 
in all sports. To fail to defeat Ka- 
mala in the-ring is to fail a little bit 
for everything a professional ath- 
lete holds dear. O

The 
last thing | want is Nicky to get 
involved in, let’s say, a test of 
strength against someone like 
Hulk Hogan. What would that 
prove? That Nicky’s a brave guy?

Eddie returned to his chair and 
sat down. | smiled.

It’s 
important that he speaks of 
“when” he returns to the ring, not 
“if” he returns. Attitude is as im- 
portant as a good physician when 
someone is trying to recover from 
a severe accident such as the 
one Eddie was in. 

“| really can’t thank you 
enough for coming down to visit 
me, Liz,’’ Eddie said. “It means a 
lot to me. A lot of people have 
been showing their support. Just 
look at that.” 


Eddie pointed to three card- 
board boxes filled with mail. 

“Get-well cards, letters of sup- 
port, notes from the fans. They've 
all been great. | only wish they 
could do something to speed up 
my recovery. Being cooped up in 
the house like this is driving me 
crazy!” 

Eddie smiled, and | smiled 
back. Yes, his attitude was very 
good. He was walking around a 
little bit, and he certainly looked 
much, much better than | had 
feared, based on the reports | had 
received on the accident. 

As | left the Gilbert home, Ed- 
die’s father, Tommy, pressed an 
envelope into my hand. ‘Read 
this when you get back to your 
Office in New York,” he told me. 
“Il hope you can print this in your 
column.” 

My pleasure, Tommy. The full 
text of the letter follows: 

Dear Wrestling Fans, 

My family and | would like to 
express our sincere appreciation 
for all the concern, cards, flowers, 
and prayers during Eddie’s hos- 
pitalization for injuries sustained in 
an auto accident in Allentown, 
Pennsylvania. Even though Eddie 
was allowed no visitors or phone 
calls, he knew his fans were there 
for support. He has received ap- 
proximately 7,000 get-well cards 
and it will be impossible to ac- 
knowledge all of them, but he ap- 
preciated each of them. This has 
been very good therapy, knowing 
that his fans care. 

He received the very best of 
care at Lehigh Valley Hospital 
Center and, considering the horri- 
ble accident he was in, he is do- 
ing very well. With a few weeks of 
recuperation he will be back in 
the ring where his heart lies. 
Wrestling is his life, and the fans 
are his friends.

Trying to win the AWA title from tricky Nicky Bockwinkel has been a frustrating experience for 
Martel. Nevertheless, Rick is grateful to Bockwinkel for the opportunity. 


Martel’s comments then took a 
surprising turn. “T'll say something 
about Nick Bockwinkel, though,” he 
said. “A lot of people criticize him 
for the things he does in the ring, 
and most of the things they say are 
true. But there’s one thing you've 
gotta respect Nick Bockwinkel for. 
At least he gave me a title shot. He 
takes on every top contender. 

“Tm not saying Bobby Heenan 
doesn’t make it tough, ‘cause he 
makes it tougher than anyone else 
in the sport. He's looking out for 
Nick’s title, too. He'll try to mess 
you up mentally. Once, he man- 
aged to get me to sign for a match 
with [Jesse] Ventura the night be- 
fore a Bockwinkel match. I was 
traveling all night to get to Minne- 
apolis for the Bockwinkel match. 
Traveling knocks the hell out of 
you. Yeah, Heenan definitely 
knows what he's doing. 

“But I got a title shot. That's 
more than I could say about Bob 
Backlund. Well, it isn’t Backlund’s 
fault. | think that the WWF promot- 
ers underestimate the fans’ intelli- 
gence. The fans would appreciate a 
quick-paced scientific contest. The 
promoters have fed them a con- 
stant diet of bloody slugfests. It 
hurts the scientific wrestlers who 


deserve title shots, and it will ulti- 
mately hurt Backlund’s career. How 
much longer can he ruin himself in 
these brawls.” 

“It's kind of like television. We 
watch garbage on TV _ because 
we're conditioned to it. You got to 
give the fans something good so 
they can appreciate what good is. 
Bob Backlund is one of the best, 
and a match between the two of us 
would be incredible. The action 
would be so fast | would be sur- 
prised if your photographers would 
be able to get anything more than 
a blur.” 

But who would win that match? 
“| know | could beat him,” Martel 
said. “I think I could reverse that 
chicken wing hold. But | wouldn't 
let myself become vulnerable to it 
in the first place.” 

Martel laid back on his blanket 
and sighed.

° A change, already? Last issue, we explained our 
new ratings system and how number one rankings were 
determined in each area of the country. Here it is only a 
month later, and already we're making alterations in our 
policy. 

The change has to do with the Southwest area. Last 
issue, we noted that the Southwest champion would be 
rated number one in that area. Since that time, however, 
Southwest Championship Wrestling sponsored a tourna- 
ment to determine an “undisputed world champion.” The 
holder of this championship belt—right now, Adrian Ado- 
nis—will occupy the number one ranking in the Southwest 
category. 

For further explanation of our policy regarding this new 
championship, and for details on the tournament itself, 
please see the article on page 33. 


* You say potayfo, I say potahfe! We have re- 
ceived a few letters regarding the weights that accompany 
each wrestler’s name in our ratings. 

Occasionally, there will be a discrepancy between what 
is listed in our magazine and what might be announced in 
your local arena, or printed in an area program. 

On a recent card in New 
York’s Madison Square Gar- 
den, for instance, Dusty 
Rhodes was announced as 
weighing in at 262 pounds. 
Now, we don’t mean to de- 
mean Dusty; indeed, we con- 
sider him a fine enough 
wrestler to be ranked num- 
ber three in our Pro Wres- 
tling Mlustrated top 10. But 
does anyone believe that 
Dusty weighs precisely as 
much as the Iron Sheik, or 
that he tips the scales at nine pounds Jess than [ron Mike 
Sharpe?

from a time when a wrestler previously appeared in that 
area. Dusty’s last appearance in the WWF area was nearly 
two years ago, and that would clearly account for the 
inaccuracy in their information.

We 
are constantly in contact with the wrestlers themselves, 
and we can guarantee that our ratings provide you with 
the most accurate information available.
